gmBeing a member of any organ’ zation entails certain obligations. The number and degree 
of those obligations may vary with the tenets of the organization but the obligation 
to aid in the growth, strengthening, and pursuit of ideals is basic. The same things 


that made the group appear attractive to us must be made to appear equally attractive 
to visitors and prospective new members. 


A sponsor is defined by Webster as, "One who ‘s responsible for the default of another." 
While the literal application of that definition to Philmont is much too stringent, the 
fact remains that a sponsor does have a dual responsibility. One to the club in endors- 
ing only those whom he believes will be a credit to all of us; and another to the 
applicant by explaining our goals, our procedures, and our functional organization. The 
sponsor should introduce the applicant to as many members as possible. He should discuss 


active participation in one or more of the club's activities; and he should be sure that 


any special interest or ability of the applicant is made known to the President or to 
the appropriate committee or activity chairman. Only in this way will both the club 
and the new member benefit. 


Signing the application is the final step for a sponsor, not the only step.

Jim Spencer, W3BBB, also reports that the mobile repeater on MOCOM V worked ok with 
some desensing, but was adecuate for the job. 


All of Philmont's special activities reauiring communications are suited to mobile-to- 
repeater operation and for those who don't know, Philmont's back-up (Standard) repeat- 
er is ‘nstalled in MOCOM V. 


In the past month I have been suffering from my annual bout with allergies, so I have 
been listening to, more than talking on, the repeater. I find, as with many of the 
popular repeaters in the area, our "machine" is busy from early morning to late at 
night, except at times when it is "unpolite” to talk with a mouthful of food. 


Some of the conversation is well suited to repeater operation, but much of it belongs 
on simplex (de SRU, July '30 Blurb). Everyone knows it is boring to listen to a 
simplex channel, but why not monitor the repeater and move to simplex if possible for 
a rag-chew after making contact? 


When fixed stations within simplex range can work mobiles they should do so, This is 
not to say that for every short QSO you should move off the repeater, but consider 
others who might need the repeater to pass traffic and keep the transmissions short, 
with pauses for breaking stations. Remember, "When your mouth is open your ears are 
closed." 


I know I could go on and on but the Repeater Committee will publish their recommend- 
ations later this year and we can all say, "Do I do that?" "Let the one who is not 
guilty cast the first stone,"

The culprit was located by using a 4 element beam, a compass at some distance and 
finally at close range, a simple field strength meter. Bearings were taken on the 
signal by KA3AMO, W3RM, KB3IV, W3SRU, W3VVS, and WA3KLR. The actual location of the 
transmitter was accomplished by W3BBB and son Rick, who called the car's owner and 
told him of the problem, of which he was not aware. He immediately unlocked the car 
and the transmitter was disabled.
